Legion Chief Says 
Administration 


Is 'Out of Step' 


Opposes Foreign 
Aid, Status of 
Forces Agreements 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. 4F-N a- 
tional American Legion C om m and­ 
er W. C. (Dan) Daniel today ac­ 
cused the Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion of “ being completely out of 
step” with the thinking of the peo­ 
ple in such instances as foreign 
economic aid and the status of 
forces agreem ents. 


Daniel said in his report to 3,- 
113 delegates at the opening busi­ 
ness session of the Legion’s 39th 
national convention that his tra v ­ 
els around the country convinced 
him that “ the average American 
citizen has a far clearer insight 
into what our foreign policy should 
be than do many of our so-called 
experts.” 


He said the Legion opposed for­ 
eign aid because “ if recent his­ 
tory 
proves 
anything, 
it proves 
that you cannot buy friends over 
the bargain counter as you would 
common merchandise. 
Economic 
aid 
to 
foreign 
countries 
both 
friendly and unfriendly has proven 
itself ineffective as a long-term 
instrum ent of foreign policy.” 


Daniel said the Japanese m u r­ 
der trial of Arm y Specialist Wil­ 
liam S. Girard “ brought into sharp 
focus 
the need 
for a revision 
of many international agreements. 
One of the great threats to our 
security is the undermining of our 
constitutional 
rights. 
Those 
con­ 
stitutional 
guarantees 
m ust be 
held equally sacred for the citizen 
within our boundaries and for the 
servicem an on foreign soil.” 


He emphasized that the guilt or 


innocence of Girard was not the 


Legion s business, but its prim ary 
concern is the protection of his 
rights as an American citizen.

NEW ORLEANS 'IF — Louisi­ 
ana coastal residents were warned 
today, for the third time in three 
months,

prepare for possible 
evacuation in the face of a tropi­

through the Gulf of Mexico. 
The U. S. W eather Bureau said 
that tropical storm Esther, pack­ 
ing 50 mile an hour winds, 
was 
centered about 270 miles south of 
the west Louisiana coast. It was 
moving 
northward at 
a forward 
speed of IO miles an hour. 
The 
South 
Louisiana 
coastal 
region has been hit twice by tropi­ 
cal storms in recent months. One 
of them, H urricane Audrey, caus­ 
ed widespread death and destruc­ 
tion. 
The second was much less 
severe but it led to m ass evacua­ 
tions. 
An increase in size and intensity 
was predicted for today and to­ 
night.

CHICAGO 
IP—Ex-treasury Sec­ 
retary George Humphrey warned 
Monday night that relaxation of 
the Eisenhower 
administration's 
“ tight 
money” 
policy 
would 
be 
“ utter folly.” 


Although 
the 
adm inistration’s 
monetary and fiscal policies have 
not 
fully 
overcome 
inflationary 
pressures,” Humphrey said, they 
have 
“ substantially 
checked 
the 
menace of inflation.” 


The former 
Cabinet 
m em ber 
; spoke to more than 2.000 persons 
at a $100-a-plate “ George Hum ph­ 
rey Appreciation Dinner” 
spon­ 
sored by the United 
Republican 
Fund of Illinois. 


In urging support for the ad­ 
m inistration’s policies which “ may 
already he taking hold,” Humph­ 
rey asked for the cooperation of 
the public, business, and labor, to 
join in the fight against inflation 
by demanding fair prices, buying 
wisely, 
and 
borrowing conserva­ 
tively. 


A return to “ Democratic policies 
of the past, with mounting debts 
and deficits’’ will not solve the in­ 
flationary pressures, he said. 
Re 
publicans 
must 
unite 
“ to 
over­ 
come demagogic propaganda for 
political ends and avoid return to 
unsound practices which can lead 
ultimately to the destruction of the 
very freedoms which have made 
America great,” he said. 
Higher interest rates are bene­ 
ficial 
to 
persons 
with 
savings, 
Humphrey said in defense of the 
rates 
which 
accompany 
the 
“ tight money” policy. 
Patience is needed to “ let our 
present policies work,” he said, 
and the effectiveness of these pol­ 
icies must not be underestimated. 
The rise of consumer prices in 
16 of the past 17 months and a 5 
per cent increase in the consumer 
price index are “ the problems of 
prosperity,” he said, and can be 
solved “ by a united people sup­ 
porting the leadership of a dedi­ 
cated Republican adm inistration.” 
Federal, 
state and 
municipal 
governments should join with busi­ 
nessmen and consumers in hold­ 
ing the 
line against 
excessive 
spending, he said.

from Radio Bangkok:

report as soon as possible.” 
The 
revolt 
against 
Pibul, 
a 
staunch friend of the United States, 
was led by one of his longtime sup­ 
porters, Field Marshal Sarit Than 
arat. 
Sarit has been a power behind 
the throne for years. 
He has nev­ 
er publicly declared his position 
in the East-West struggle. 
How­ 
ever, he is considered pro-Western. 
Pibul 
apparently 
had 
advance 
word of the coup and fled before 
the army's tanks and soldiers be­ 
gan rolling out of army headquar­ 
ters Monday night to seize the stra­ 
tegic strongpoints in this storied 
city. 
The coup was one of the quiet­ 
est in Thailand’s turbuent history, 
partially because it occurred on a 
Buddhist holiday when government 
offices and schools were closed. 
When tho 48-year-old Sarit made 
his move there was no resistance. 
Police 
headquarters 
were 
taken 
over smoothly and swiftly. 
It took 
less than five minutes to accom­ 
plish the job although the 50,000 
man police force is rated on a par 
with the army. 
Within an hour bridges, com m u­ 
nications offices and transportation 
headquarters were under 
S a n t’s 


strict control. 
Several of Song- 
gram’s aides were reported under 
arrest, including his personal sec­ 
retary, Gen. Poon Chatigavanij.

NEW YORK IP—'The price spiral 
which has taken place during the 
postwar period has added around 
$20 a week in costs to the average 
family’s budget. 
Inflation has increased the cost 
of almost everything that Ameri 
cans buy. 
It now takes $1 to buy 
what 50 cents would have bought 
in 1939 or what 80 cents would 
have bought in 1949. 
Consumer 
expenditures give a 
good idea of the dem and wrought 
by 
inflation. 
Between 
1947 
and 
1956, consumer spending for goods 
and services jumped 
102 billion 
dollars to 267 billion dollars. 
How­ 
ever, economists estim ate that 45 
billion dollars of the increase re­ 
flected higher prices. 
This means that only 57 billion 
dollars went for additional goods 
and services. The rest was needed 
just to stay even. 
Ifs Mirage to Some 
Economists point out that the 45 
billion dollars absorbed by higher 
costs means that postwar inflation 
placed a tax of almost $300 on 
every man, woman and child in 
the country. 
Many Americans have been able 
to improve their living standards 
despite this 
inflationary 
spiral, 
principally because their incomes 
have increased at an even faster 
pace. 
However, Dr. 
Marcus 
Nadler, 
consulting economist to the H an­ 
over Bank of New York, said a 
growing segment of the population 
has found that our unprecedented 
prosperity is only “ a m irage.” 
He said this applies not only to 
tho^e living on social security bene­ 
fits, pension funds and other fixed 
assets, but also to those wage and 
salaried individuals whose incomes 
have not kept pace with the climb 
ing cost of living. 
How Spending Increased 
The biggest item in the average 
family 
budget is food including 
tobacco and alcoholic beverages, 
a c c o u n t in g for about 32.5 cents out 
of every dollar spent. 
Americans 
spent $86,400,000,000 for these com ­ 


modities in 1956, an increase of 
I 48.8 per cent over 1947. 
Next on the list is housing and 
operation of the household, taking 
around 26 cents of each dollar. 
I This expenditure rose 75 per cent 
; to $68,900,000,000. 
Third biggest Lorn is transporta 
i tion, including the purchases of 
i new and used c; rs, accounted for 
11.4 cents of each dollar spent. 
I The total last year was $30,300,- 
000,000, up 97 per cent over 1947. 
These three budget items alone 
accounted for about 70 cents of the 
average fam ily’s cost-of-living dol­ 
lar. 
The rest is spent for clothing, 
medical care, personal business, 
recreation (now a 14 billion dollar 
business), personal care, private 
education and research, religious 
and welfare and foreign travel.
